SEEN IN CRASH 
WHICH KILLED 

A report was current recently 
in aviation cfecles and credited 
by reliable informants as authen- 
tie that the crash of a Lockheed 
Hudson bombing ‘plane in which 
Sir Frederick Banting, co-dis- 
coverer of insulin, and two other 
persons were killed on February 
21 soon after the ship took on 
fron Newfoundland for a filght 
to England, has been traced to 
subotage of its two engines. The 
Canadian scientist's intended mis- 
slon was to carry on research 
work among troop cusualties in 


the Red Cross hospital at Taplow, 
England, 


The method by which the 
American-built bomber was 
brought to grief is said to have 
been the introduction of a small 
amount of sand and grass in the 
oil] supply of each engine. One 
of these, according to the story 
heard, “burned oul" and 
fasled miles at sea because of the 
abrasive and clogging matter 
in its lubricating system, but the 
other Jasted long enough to bring 
the ship back to the Newfound- 
land coast where it also “froze.” 


In the resultant “dead-stick™ 
landing which was attempted on a 
frozen lake, all aboard the ‘plane 
were killed except the — pilot, 
Joseph ©, Mackey, of Kansas 
City, when a wheel collapsed 


hamid awung the stip sidewise into 


trees bordering the lake, Mackey 
explained afterward that he had 
instructed Sir Frederick and the 
two crew members, Willian Bird, 
an English navigator, and Willlain 
radio operator= 
mechanic, of Bedford, N.S. to 
don their parachutes as the 
bomber was limping back to 
shore and jump oas soon as land 
was reached. He did not know 
until after the crash that) they 
had elected to stick with hin 
and the sbip.

_ _ THIS TINY SWISS democracy — virtually 
isolated by warring nations on all sides—is re-shap- 
ing its entire economic structure in an attempt to - 
“hold out” until peace once again opens up normal 


markets. 


To make up for increasing shortages of food, a 
two-part plan has been evoked. 


The first part calls for imme- 
diate cultivation of 50,000 
hectares (about 123,500 acres) of 
land for grain 
the spring of 1941. The second 
part of the plan is to bring every 
possible square foot of land un- 
der cultivation until the war 
ends, 

Factory workers, schoo] chil- 
dren and office workers are being 
harnessed to the task.

Monty questions whether young 
Mumford will be entitled to 
claim the most valuable asset of 
an apprentice jockey — the 5lb. 
allowance, 

The Rules of Racing do not 
seem to cover the case of the 
allowance for the young amateur 
who turns apprentice, It is only 
clear that an apprentice loses , 
his right to the 5lb, when he has 
ridden 40 winners on the Flat. 

Monty says he was reminded 
of this by an experience of his 
own just after the Jast war, when 
he was apprenticed to Stanley 
Wootton, than whom there could 
be no more convincing authority. 


Wootton Should Know 


“T wag still an apprentice and 
able to claim the 5lb. allowance 
when I went to Plumpton to ride 
said Monty. “But. * 
the Stewards told Wootton that - 
if I rode the horse I should be 
debarred from riding again on 
the flat as an apprentice. Mr. 
Wootton thereupon refused to 
let me ride in the hurdle race.”

SABOTAGE 
SEEN IN CRASH 
WHICH KILLED 
BANTING 


A report was current recently 
in aviation circles and credited 
by reliable informants as authen- 
tie that the crash of a Lockheed 
Hudson bombing ‘plane in which 
Sir Frederick Banting, co-dis- 
coverer of insulin, and two other 
persons were killed on February 
21 soon after the ship took. off 
frum Newfoundland for a Aight 
to England, has been traced to 
sabotage of its two engines. The 
Canadian scientist’s intended mis- 
sion was to carry on research 
work among troop. casualties in 
the Red Cross hospital at Taplow, 
England. 

The method by which the 
American-built bomber was 
brought to grief is said to have 
been the introduction of a small 
amount of sand and grass in the 
oil supply of each engine. One 
of these, according to the story 
heard, “burned out” and 
{ulled miles ut sea because of the 
abrasive and clogging matter 
in its lubricating system, but the 
other lasted long enough to bring 
the ship back to the Newfound- 
lund coast where. it also “froze.” 

In the resultant “dead-stick” 
landing which was attempted on @ 
frozen lake, all aboard the ‘plane 
were killed except the pilot, 
Joseph C. Mackey, of Kansas 
City, when a wheel collapsed 
and swung the ship sidewlse Into 
trees bordering the lake. Mackey 
explained afterward that he had 
instructed Sir Frederick and_the 
two crew members, William Bird, 
an English navigator, and Willlam 
Snatiham, radio operator- 
mechanic, of Bedford, N. S., to 
don their parachutes as the 
bomber was limping back to 
shore and jump as soon as _ land 
was reached. He did not know 
untll after the crash that they 
had elected to stick with him 
and the ship. : 

Though iniured fatally in the 
crash, the Canadian doctor .was 
reported to have survived long 
enough after the accident. to

Sure Of Stemmi 
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Night Raiders 


AFTER THE BATTLE of Britain, in which fighter pilots of the Royal Air 


Force have established th eir supremacy in the day 


with night bombers. 


The Battle of Britain had taught the Luftwaffe 
that mass daylight raids were too costly. Great 
losses of trained pilots and crews and aircraft turn- 
ed the tide that might have led to invasion. 


The battle with night bombers 
is only just beginning, but already 
there ure indications that | on 
tiight nights, fighter pilots and 
anti-mreraft gunners are on their 
way to establish oa no less de- 
cisive result, one by which the 
Increasing nightly losses may in 
time convince the Lultwaffe that 
night raids are no longer worth 
while. 

In January, fifteen night raiders 
were brought down, in February 
sixteen and in March the score 
was increased to 44, while in 
April the number rose to 112, 
No less than 133 enemy bombers 
were definitely confirmed to have 
been destroyed during the first 
eleven days of May. 


Pointer To Progress 


The British commanders, how- 
ever, regard this only as a tem. 
porary reward for months of 
hard work and merely as oa 
pointer for future progress in 
thelr fight to defeat the night 
raiders. Prophets read in every 
major night success a promise of 
victory. The fighter pilots them- 


selves and the gunners, too, take | 


a more realistic view, They 
know that given 
chances of shooting down night 
bombers are more hopeful and 
that deterrent loss can be and is 
being inflicted, Their concern 
now is to do as well on moonless 
nights. Make the cost too high 
and mass night raids will be 
stemmed as surely as were the 
daylight raids, 

Confidence is final achievement 
of this dim is based not on the 
false hope of the appearance of 
some new “secret weapon,” but 
on the rapidly growing nunibers

WAR REVENUE COMMIT 


Expected To Bring 
In Additional 


Four Million Dollars 


INCREASES IN THE BASIC RATES OF THE WAR TAXES, 
" THE CREATION OF A NEW INTEREST TAX (EXPECTED TO PRO- 
DUCE $1,200,000) AND VARIOUS AMENDMENTS TO THE ORDIN- 
‘ANCE TO SMOOTH OUT INEQUITIES AND TO CLOSE CERTAIN 
ARE RECOMMENDED IN THEREPORT OF THE RE- 
CONSTITUTED WAR REVENUE COMMITTEE, LAID ON THE TABLE 
IN LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL THIS AFTERNOON. 


LOOPHOLES, 


WITH THE CHANGES proposed, it is ex- 
pected that War Revenue will total $13,200,- 
-000 in 1941-42 against $9,300,000 in 1940- 
| 41, partly as a result of the increases, partly 
‘as the result of closure of loopholes and part- 
ly the indications of increased profits. 


An important change, Clause 10 of the 
proposed amending Ordinance, provides for 
the aggregation of the salaries of husband 
and wife where both are employed locally, 
with provision that where necessary the wife

“But 
the Stewards told Wootton that 
if I rede the horse I should be 
‘debarred from riding again on 
the flat as an apprentice. Mr, 
Wootton thereupon refused to 
let me ride in the hurdle race.” 

I have also talked to Vie 
Smyth, who is the master of the 
inost sucecsstul apprentice on 
ethe flat, Ken Mullins, and in 
Javk Grantham has one of the 
best boy jockeys to come out 
rover the sticks in recent years. 

He says: “My impression jis 
that if one of my flat-race ap- 
prentices rode over the sticks

}to the flat he would have to ride 
vas a full-blown jockey without 
the allowance.

Hong Kong's war effort 

As you are well aware the economic 
side of the war ts of paramount im-, 
Qertance, and with that in view the 
of the United Kingdom have 
necepted so heavy a weight of taxn- 
tion and have so drastically restrict. 
ed their consumption of all but the 
bare necesiities of tlfe that the stan- 
dard of living there ts now definitely 
lower than it was two years ago. 

The purposes of these great sacri- 
fees are to save shipping space, t» 
save labour om non-essential goods and 
to save money. It will not be denied 
in so far as it Yes in our power 
here, we should do likewise. 

With this end in view I have recent- 
ly appointed a committee with wide 
terms of reference to study the whole 
of Hong Kong's war effort and to make 
recommendations for tts Intensification, 
One of their principal tasks will be to 
suggest what reductlons can be made 
in imports and I trust that they will 
find It possible to make substantial 
proposals, The problem is one of 
peculiar difficully in Hong Kong, which 
exists mainly on Its entrepot trade 
though its) manufacturing side has 
largely Increased during the last three 
vears,. That must Important tssue will 
be carefully kept in mind by the com- 
mittee and by the Government in mak- 
ing its decisions. 

The other means whereby Hong Kung 
can contribute more fully to the war 
effort is through taxation, and I come 
at this puint to the report of the War 
Revenue Committee which was laid 
this afternoon, : 

I have discussed the report with the 
Executive Counei! in the tight of what 
I have said already about the gencral 
intensification of our war effort, and [ 
have recommended to them, and have 
obtained their concurrence with, the 
general increase of the present basic 
rates to 7% and 14%.
